Fifty-Ninth Annual Convetion The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America, Columbus, Ohio, June 7, 1944 


I feel that the responsibilities of 
us who are here today representing 
the breeders back home, laboring un- 
der difficulties that I don’t need for 
amoment to go into with you—that 
our responsibilities today go far be- 
yond insuring the accuracy of our 
records in the registry of our ani- 
mals, but reach into the industry as 
a whole, and that we must more than 
we ever have before take part in 
the activities that are going on to 
help prevent, following this global 
war, in the post-war period, the col- 
lapse of values and prices that fol- 
lowed the last war, in the Thirties. 
Unless we do that, unless we do take 
steps today when prices of animals 
are high, when prices of products 
are reasonably high, to prepare for 
those years, we fail, I think, in our 
obligation. 

We face a lot of things today af- 
fecting the industry that did not ap- 
pear in the previous world conflict 
erin the Thirties. Necessarily so. It 
doesn’t take any effort today to sell 
dairy products. They take them away 
from us what amounts to requisi- 
tion. But the day is coming when 
it is going to be up to us, up to the 
industry itself, to do the job for our- 
selves, and we can no longer rely on 
what we believe to be a fact, that the 
Products that we have to offer are 
the most important: food in the 
human diet. We have to tell people 
about it. Nor can we ask Washing- 
ton to do it for us. Somebody coined 
a phrase — I think it was John 
Brandt — that I think is one of the 
Most accurate portrayals of a situa- 
tion that I have heard in just one 
sentence. That sentence is: “The 
more you ask Government to do for 
you, the more it does to you”. That 
is one of the reasons why we want to 
be prepared to do the job, following 
the war, for ourselves. 

The lost markets that we are fac- 
mg today, and their recovery and 
the further development of those 
Markets is our problem. Only one 
dairy product is up in consumption 
in this country. That is fluid milk. 
Butter is twenty-five per cent down: 
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Ice cream sonsumption is restricted. 
Condensed milk, the same. And 
where has whipping cream gone? 
There is no such animal today. At 
lunch yesterday there was a sub- 
stance served — I don’t know what 
it was — as whipping cream. There 
is one of the things that we have to 
face. 

With these shortages, all of those 
sorts of substitutes are creeping into 
our markets. Following World War 
I, we had lost two out of ten of our 
butter customers in this country. Al- 
ready we have lost three out ten in 
World War II. It took seven years 
following War I to regain those two 
out of ten. Remember, we didn’t 
have a loft of the competition, we 
didn’t have the attacks on our prod- 
uct, that we have today, and already 
in this war we have lost three out of 
ten of our butter customers. Appe- 
tite changes have been brought 
about by the substitutes, by the seiz- 
ing by those manufacturers of the 
opportunity caused by the rationing 
of butter, by the urge to find some- 
thing to take its place, and by the 
diet progaganda that is going on in 
every national publication today. You 
have all seen those ads. I might 
have taken time off to have brought 


an armful of them, but you all know 
them. 

Therefore, we must prepare our- 
selves, during this period, to meet 
this post-war situation and frantic 
aitempt to secure unfair legislation. 
I was shown just before the meeting 
was called to order a_ resolution 
which I presume will be presented 
to the Resolutions Committee and 
will be presented to the Convention. 
It is on a subject on which we have 
talked for fifty years — olemargar- 
ine. It would seem that that sub- 
ject has been talked to death, but it 
is more alive today and a more vital 
subject to the industry than it ever 
was before. 

The Smith bill — take out your 
pencils, men and women, and take 
down the number of the Smith bill— 
Senate File 1744. There probably 
lies one of the most serious attempts 
made under the guise of emergency, 
very claverly directed by Senator 
Smith, one of the best strategists in 
the Senate. [I think that is shown 
very definitely by the sub-committee 
that he had his bill referred to— 
and here they are: Ellender of 
Louisiana (they are tremendously in- 
terested in the dairy industry down 
in Louisiana!); Russell of Georgia; 
and Millikin of Colorado. That is the 
sub-committee that is dealing with 
the bill striking right at the heart 
and the life of the dairy industry. No 
one from Wisconsin, no one from 
Iowa, no one from Minnesota or any 
of the dairy states. 

We have made an endeavor (when 
I say ‘“‘we”’ I mean through our Na- 
tional Cooperative Milk Producers’ 
Federation and the A.D.A.) to have 
that committee expanded to five so 
that there might be two men repre- 
senting the dairy industry on that 
committee. To date, so far as my 
knowledge goes, that request has not 
been complied with. 

Tomorrow morning, hearings are 
starting on that bill in Washington. 
How many knew that? Altogether 
too few, because it is through the 
personal interest of you men and 
women who are here, who were 





chosen by the breeders of Black and 
White cattle in your states to rep- 
resent them, that anything can be 
accomplished. What I am trying to 
impress on all of us, as representa- 
tives of the breeder, is that again, 
beyond the responsibility of registra- 


tion and advanced registry, is the 
responsibility to the industry, be- 
cause if the product of the cow is not 
saleable at a fair price by the small- 
est breeder back on the farm who is 
today trying to get his crop in in 
the mud, that goes right on up to 
the greatest herd in the land and is 
reflected in the prices of our animals 
and of our products. If products 
aren’t selling at a reasonable price, 
your animals are not going to sell 
at reasonable prices. We owe it to 
agriculture and to our industry to do 
everything that we can to prepare 
for the day which is inevitable, when 
again we are thrown on our own in 
the marketing of our dairy products. 


You should, before tonight, wire 
your senators and your representa- 
tives expressing the hope that the 
Smith bill will be defeated in com- 
mittee. 


I am going to take just a moment 
or two to tell you of some of the 
things that you have done, as an or- 
ganization. An organization such as 
yours, comprising some 34,000 mem- 
bers made up of outstanding men in 
their communities, has a tremendous 
force, if it is properly used and di- 
rected. Last December, another of 
these attempts of the oleo industry 
was made, I think one of the most 
contemptible pieces of trickery that 
I have ever heard of in legislative 
matters. All of the representatives 
of the National Cooperative Milk 
Producers’ Federation were in Chi- 
cago, the A.D.A. people were there 
attending that convention, and on 
Friday notice was served that Sen- 
ator Maybank’s bill would be brought 
before the Finance Committee on the 
fellowing Monday for consideration, 
with one hour allowed for the op- 
ponents and the proponents to be 
heard — that on a matter vitally af- 
fecting the greatest ‘agricultural in- 
dustry in America. 


We got in touch with the Brattle- 
boro office, gave them the names of 
the Senators on the Committee that 
we believed to be in doubt as to their 
stand on that bill — the Maybank 
bill. Telegrams were sent all over 
the country to representative men, 
to our fieldmen, to the presidents of 
the various state organizations. I 
will give you just one result. 


In one of our states, a Senator, 
perhaps through no fault of his own, 
not familiar with the problem and its 
importance, was considered in doubt. 
One of your members had thirty- 
two wires sent to this Senator in the 
morning. Just one man! 


Getting the true facts to the mem- 
bers of the Committee dealing with 
the Maybank bill is what brought 
about its defeat in committee. You 
didn’t do it yourselves, but you weld- 
ed yourselves into the other groups 
interested in the industry. That’s 
what every group and organization 
in America interested in our indus- 
try must do — take its place with all 
other groups in protecting the in- 
dustry and the consumer. 
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After two years we have finally 
won (and again, when I say “we’’ I 
mean you people as part of the in- 
dustry, the A.D.A., the National Milk, 
LO ’L, ourselves, all of us, working 
together) the fight for a proper def- 
inition for dried milk solids, so that 
when the time comes that we have 
something to sell, we aren’t com- 
pelled to use a definition that in it- 
self was one of the worst sales det- 
errents that could have been made. 

I happened to be representing Na- 
tional Milk at the hearings, two years 
ago last month. That’s how long 
that fight has taken. The condensed 
milk hearing was on ahead of us. 
When Mr. McNutt took over the 
Food and Drug Administration, it 
seemed that some of his bright young 
men felt that definitions and stan- 
dards of food must be overhauled, 
particularly dairy products. So they 
proposed a standard for condensed 
milk, and as I sat in that hearing 
(they were on before the dried solids 
—there were perhaps two hundred 
from all over America there) I felt 
that the testimony was going against 
us, against our breed, and I phoned 
to Mr. Norton at the Brattleboro of- 
fice, asking that somebody be sent 
down who knew something about 
condensed mlik. I didn’t feel com- 
petent to take that end of the hear- 
ing; in fact, I hadn’t been called for 
that. He sent your Extension Di- 
rector, Glen Householder, there, and 
Glen stole the show! He made by far 
the best witness that appeared, and 
I believe myself it was his testimony 
that prevented the setting up of a 
standard for condensed evaporated 
milk that would put out of business 
hundreds of Black and White breed- 
ers today furnishing milk to con- 
densers. 


That’s what I mean, folks, by being 
ready, part of the industry, to take 
your place, our place, in meeting 
those situations. 

But there are certain things that 
we must do, and that I feel it my ob- 
ligation to refer to — this is in con- 
nection with the A.D.A. During this 
period, we must study possible mar- 
kets; we must encourage research. 
We have had altogether too little re- 
search in merchandising, in pack- 
aging, in nutrition, in all of the 
branches of research. 

There are outlets, customers that 
we don’t even realize are there. One 
particular set of figures that A.D.A. 
presented at their annual meeting 
struck me as very significant. It was 
that in 1917 the number of restau- 
rants in the United States was 40,- 
600. That seems a lot of restau- 
rants to me. But in 1943, there were 
180,000 restaurants in the United 
States. How much publicity do you 
see in the ordinary restaurant out in 
the country for our products — or 
have you ever seen it? You have 
seen plenty of other beverages and 
foods well-advertsied along the walls, 
plenty of publicity given to them. 


The importance of that is further 
emphasized by these figures, that 25 
per cent of all foods consumed in the 
United States is used by hotels and 
restaurants; that twenty-five million 
people eat in restaurants daily; anc 
that six per cent of the consumer’s 
dollar is spent in restaurants. So 
that the job which they could do in 


keeping people mindt 
oe is tremendous. "7 dairy 
ay, of course, ther 
ficulty in disposing of dairy Sa 
due to “set-asides” and Purchases 2 
Lend-Lease and the armed fo for 
However, the time is coming wa.

Therefore, just as all the other in Ww. 
industrial organizations keep vn 
mindful of Firestone Tires ang Gcod.

and Tractors, and what not, go must 
we keep our public, our consumers 
mindful of our product, so that We 
can be ready, when this is over to 
regain and expand those markets and 
to search for new outlets. 
There have been tremendous ad- 
vances during this period in the pro- 
duction and manufacture of nun- 
bers of dairy products. The research 
and experimentation along those 
lines, is, I believe, going to afford to 
the industry greater, larger outlets 
It all depends on how we approach 
the problem as an industry. It takes 
money to do these things that the 
American Dairy Association and the 
Dairy Council are doing; and [| don't 
intend to urge that we as a breed or- 
ganization furnish the funds, but we 
can, as leaders in our communities. 
urge that everyone in the industry 
jcin with the other groups in the 
promotion of these organizations, on 
behalf of ourselves and those we rep- 
resent. They are our hope of regain- 
ing and maintaining and expanding 
our outlets for dairy products, 


We are a two billion dollar indus- 
try — and I am going to give you the 
figures on the income of the A.D.A. 
for 1942-43. I wonder if Minnesota 
would be pardoned for my doing a 
little bragging, because they topped 
the list with $100,000 from .our 
creameries in our State. That wasn't 
what we should have done. The next 
was Iowa, $67,000; Wisconsin, Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Illinois, Washington, 
North Dakota, Missouri, Kansas, 
South Dakota, Montana, Nebraska 
and Arkansas. Other states are com- 
ing in. The total was only $392,900 
for 1942-43, for an industry repre- 
senting a sales value of over two 
billion dollars. The income from 
those states, had they given the very 
modest amount that we who had 
some part in organizing the A.DA 
asked (and ‘that was 50 cents for 
every one thousand pounds of fat, 
or 50 cents for every $500 worth of 
fat sold) would have amounted, in 
that 1942-43 period, to $889,000. 
Subtract $392,000 from $889,000 and 
you see the part of the industry con- 
tributing, and those who failed in 
their obligation to themselves and 
to the industry to back the organiza- 
tion that is doing the work that has 
got to be done. 

So again I say, as we go home, let 
us see that the groups that we are 
affiliated with do take their part ™ 
doing that job. 

Some discussion is going to be had 
at this convention as to the size of 
cur reserve fund. I feel it not out of 
place to speak very briefly on that 
subject. It was my privilege to serve 
on the Board of Directors, for, ! 
think, eighteen years, and during

Bditor’s Note: This is the fifth of a 
series of articles on prices of purebred 
beef and dairy cattle. The sixth install- 
ment, “Price Prospects for Purebred Beef 
and Dairy Cattle’, will be forwarded 
within the next two weeks. 


Are purebred beef and dairy cattle 
prices influenced largely by prices of 
the ultimate products of beef and 
dairy herds? Or are they influenced 
to a greater extent by the level of 
farm income or by other factors? 
These are some of the questions with 
which this article is concerned. 

Purebred dairy cattle prices fol- 
lowed quite closely wholesale prices 
of 92-score butter at New York from 
1916-22, and again from 1929-42 
(Figure 1). But butter prices were 
much higher than purebred dairy cat- 
tle prices from 1923-28. This was 
probably due to the reaction of 
breeders to the preceding price de- 
cline. The divergence in 1943 prob- 
ably was due to increased interest in 
purebred animals as a result of war- 
time farm prosperity. It appears that 
purebred dairy cattle prices and but- 
ter prices are not dependent upon 
each other, but are both affected by 
the same set of conditions. 

Prices of purebred dairy cattle 
were even less closely associated with 
prices received by farmers of the 
United States for milk cows (Figure 
2) than with prices received for but- 
ter. On the other hand, prices re- 
ceived by farmers for milk cows were 
closely associated with pricess re- 
ceived by farmers for beef cattle per 
160 pounds. These relationships sug- 
gest that farm milk cow prices are 
cetermined largely by the value of 
the cows if sold for slaughter while 
purebred dairy cattle prices are de- 
termined largely by other factors. 

For the period 1916-42, purebred 
dairy cattle prices followed wholesale 
prices of all commodities somewhat 
more closely than prices of butter 
or of farm milk cows (Figure 3). 
But purebred dairy cattle prices 
were somewhat higher than whole- 
sale prices of all commodities prior 
to World War I, and much higher in 
1943. The divergence in 1911-15 
was due largely to the fact that pure- 
bred dairy cattle prices as well as 
prices of many other agricultural 
products were higher relative to 
Per cent

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many important industrial items in- 
cluded in the all-commodity whole-- 
sale price index during this period 
than during most of the 1920’s and 
1930’s. The divergence in 1943 may 
be explained by the fact that price 
controls on many important items 
prevented a sharp rises in the all- 
commodity wholesale price _ level, 
while purebred dairy cattle prices 
were not subject to direct price con- 
trols. 

The movements of prices of pure- 
bred dairy cattle and of farm real 
estate were quite similar from 1912- 
20 and from 1933-43 (Figure 3). 
But farm land prices were consider- 
ebly higher than purebred dairy cat- 
tle from 1921-32, and considerably 
lower in 1943. Whereas the cattle 
becom was liquidated rather prompt- 
ly, farm land prices did not fall to 
the pre-war level for more than a 
decade. The divergence in 1943 was 
not as great as indicated in Figure 3 
for the reason that tne purebred 
dairy cattle price was based upon 
average prices for the full year. 
while the farm real estate price was 
based upon prices as reported by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics on 
March 1, 1943, and land prices ad- 
vanced one per cent or more per 
month during 1943. 


Several significant relationships 
will be observed in prices of pure- 
bred dairy cattle and net farm in- 
come (Figure 4.) First, net farm 
income fiuctuated more violently 
than purebred dairy cattle prices. 
Second, net farm income has gained 
relative to prices of purebred dairy 
cattle since 1910-14. It was previ- 
ously stated that purebred dairy cat- 
tle prices were relatively higher than 
wholesale prices of all commodities 
prior to World War I. It now ap- 
pears that purebred dairy cattle 
prices at that time were high rela- 
tive to prices of other important 
farm products as reflected in net 
farm income. Third, there appears 
to be a tendency for changes in the 
trend of purebred dairy cattle prices 
to lag behind changes in the trend of 
net farm income. For example, up- 
turns in net farm income in 1916 and

Sixty Years With Holsteins, VII. 


As Told by WARD W. STEVENS to LEO R. BLANDING 


Holland Importation 

At a™meeting of the Breeders’ Con- 
signment Sale Company in the fall 
of 1903 it was decided that we need- 
ed some fresh blood in this country. 
It has been a long time since 1886, 
the last year of importations in any 
great number. Ward Stevens was 
picked to go to Holland and select 
the cattle. As he wouldn’t go alone, 
T. A. Mitchell of Weedsport, N. Y., 
cffered to go with him. 

In Boston they met an official of 
a London steamship company, who 
went over on the same boat. He gave 
them passes to go all over the ship 
including the engine room, which 
Ward found particularly fascinating. 
They sat at the captain’s table. 

The trip over was the roughest that 
the captain had experienced in 32 
years. For 18 hours the ship didn’t 
make a knot. It just stood and 
fought the storm. There were 1000 
passengers on board. Only 100 were 
at dinner. Mr. Mitchell couldn’t make 
itr, but Ward did. A distinguished 
southern couple had seats across the 
table from them. During the storm 
the husband was unable to attend 
dinner, but the wife was a good 
sailor. Ward’s soup had just been 
served when the ship took a mighty 
roll. The soup landed in the lap of 
the stylish southern lady. ‘“‘But she 
was a good sport about it,’’ Ward re- 
calls. 

““T. A. Mitchell’s principles were 
above reproach.’’ Ward enjoyed his 
connection with him on the Holland 
trip. In crossing the Channel the 
wrong ticket had been pulled out of 
Ward’s book. Tickets were not taken 
up on the trains on the Continent, 
with their outside compartment exits. 
Upon arriving at their destination, 
passengers found themselves within 
a high iron fence. Tickets were col-

lected before leaving this enclosure. 
Ward was in a bad fix, and wasn’t 
having much success in explaining 
his situation to the Dutch ticket 
taker at Amsterdam. Mr. Mitchell. 
however, whose ticket book was in 
proper order, managed somehow to 
convince the officials that his com- 
panion was an innocent abroad and 
that his passage had really been paid 
for. He joked quite a lot about keep- 
ing Ward Stevens out of jail. 

A later episode enabled Ward to 
turn the tables on him. Mr. Mitchell 
was galled by the tipping system in 
Europe. One very rainy night Ward

the inn where they were staylag ae 
Mitchell was writing a letter hein 
Upon completing his letter he i, 
pressed the desire that it be mailed 
that night. The girl offered to Dost 
it for him. So she went out in the 
rain with the letter. Upon her re- 
turn Mr. Mitchell asked how much 
it was. She answered fifteen cents 
Mr. Mitchell thought she said fifty, 
and exploded over the way he was 
being robbed. Ward had understoog 
the girl at once, and realized also 
that it took three or four of the 
Dutch monetary unit to equal one of 
cur cents. But he let the argument 
go on for @ while. Finally he said, 
“Well, Mr. Mitchell, I certainly am 
surprised that a man of your position 
would send a girl out in the dark 
and the pouring rain to mail a letter 
for you, and then refuse to pay her 
the postage.”’ In gatherings later on 
when Mr. Mitchell would tell their 
friends how he kept Ward out of 
jail, Ward would relate the postage 
incident. 

In their visits to the Holland 
herds, as soon as their interpreter 
would make it known that they were 
there to buy cattle, the owner would 
reach around behind the door and 
take down a measuring stick. They 
took considerable pride in the size 
of their cattle; and apparently this 
was quite a factor in determining the 
price. 

The cows stood on platforms three 
feet above the floor. They were led 
up a bridge in the fall and left there 
until spring. The ceiling of the stable 
was close to the cows’ backs. The 
owners hated to take the cows off 
the platform. A prospective buyer 
had to be pretty convincing that he 
really was interested before they 
would take a cow down. Each cow 
was hitched by a strap around the 
left hind leg which was tied to the 
partition between her and the next 
animal. There was no means of se 
curing her by the head or neck. The 
cows were fed oil cake. The man 
would walk along behind the cows 
with his basket of oil cakes. He 
would hand each cow a cake or 4 
balf cake depending on her produc- 
tion, and the cow would reach around 
and take the cake. In the floor in 
front of the cow was a hole through 
which she would drink from the ever- 
running stream: 

Behind the cattle was a spatter 
board seven feet high. Just the 
cther side in many buildings was the 
kitchen stove and table. Stable 
floors were immaculate, and were 
cleaned several times a day. There 
was a canal in front of every house, 
and even the bridge across the canal 
was also scrubbed each day. 

While they were in Holland our 
American friends visited the mar- 
kets, and were interested in, the 
methods by which sales were col 
summated. Most of the buyers were 
from London. When a prospect came 
along, the Dutchman would name the

p. Johnson, County Agent, and taken 
to the State College. Mr. H. A. Sand- 
house, Dairy Extension Specialist, 
and Doctor H. C. Dickey, Head of the 
pairy Department, took me on a tour 
of inspection of the College and the 
herd and later to the farm of Mr. 
Carl W. Henry whose herd was classi- 
fed. Mr. Henry and his outstanding 
herd are well-known to Holstein 
preeders and this herd shows plainly 
tke result of skillful selection and 
breeding. 

In Arizona, my traveling compan- 
ions were Mr. C. W. Vickers, the 
Northwestern Fieldman who accom- 
panied me throughout the entire trip, 
and Mr. Ralph Van Sant, County 
Agent and Acting Dairy Specialist.

I passed 
over hundreds of miles of desert cov- 
ered only with sage brush, and over 
mountains void of vegetation, but oc- 
casionally one would come into an 
irrigated valley where the transfor- 
mation would be about complete. 
Those valleys of which Phoenix and 
Tucson are conspicuous centers, are 
marvels of agricultural production 
with their extensive irrigated fields. 
The first crop of alfalfa had just 
been harvested. Baled directly in 
the field and piled up in large square

pile, the dry weather enables them 
to keep these piles out in the open 
all through the year without injury.

The 
warm, constant daily sunshine of 
Arizona, particularly around Tucsop 
and Phoenix, impressed me as mak- 
ing it a most lovely climate, wherein 
to reside, particularly in the winter. 
l assume it becomes very warm dur- 
ing the summer season.

After 120 Months 


HE current BAI report on Brucellosis (Bang’s) con- 

trol work covers 120 months or a full 10 years since 

work was started on July 1, 1934. Perhaps a brief 
~ of the results reported would be of interest. 
we note that there are now under supervision 2,- 
954,235 herds containing 17,326,138 cattle. Of these, 
£96 herds containing 862,310 cattle are listed as ac- 
waited This represents about 1.9% of the herds and 
ne under 5% of the cattle under supervision. 
* Some of the states, however, have gone in for accred- 
wed counties rather than accredited herds, although few 
the important dairy states have made much progress 
2 it. We note there are 591 accredited counties in the 
rib ithough their cattle population is not tabulated. 
rhey are all located in 21 states. The leading states in 
sumber of modified accredited counties are North Caro- 
(100); Virginia (77); Georgia (65); Arkansas 
(¢4); Alabama (38); West Virginia (32). These six 
ates thus account for nearly two-thirds of the total of 
modified accredited counties. 


In the matter of accredited herds, New Hampshire, 


yhich bonded itself for a substantial sum to carry out a 
program of elimination of the disease within its border, 
sow leads in total number of herds accredited. Current- 
ie, they have 8,751 accredited out of 15,681 herds under 
wpervision, or more than half. In June 1944 tests were 
made in 322 New Hampshire herds and reactors found 
i» 168 or just over half. Reactors totalled 321 or 7%. 

Pennsylvania, which pioneered this accredited herd 
program, has the second largest number, 6,856 herds out 
of 76,358 herds under supervision. In addition, they 
have 21 modified accredited counties. During June 1944, 
Pennsylvania tested 4,195 herds, found 1,640 reactors in 
664 herds, about 3% of the total number of animals 
tested. They vaccinated 1,323 calves in Pennsylvania 
(uring the month. 

Wisconsin, which has recently modified its rules to 
tromote more calf vaccination, tested 1,245 herds in 
June, found reactors in 476 of them, and slaughtered 
1589 head. They vaccinated 5,270 head during the 
vonth. Wisconsin now has eight modified accredited 
counties and 6,423 accredited herds, with a total of 82,- 
{57 herds and 1,486,446 head under supervision, the 
largest number of cattle of any state. 

New York is going in strongly for calf vaccination, 
end is now slaughtering very few reacting cows. In June, 
they tested 1,291 herds, finding reactors in 973 of them. 
Of the 4,590 cattle reacting (12.8%) only 37 were 
slaughtered, 4,553 being retained in calfhood vaccinated 
herds. A total of 7,067 calves were vaccinated during 
the month, and the total vaccinated to date is 129,124, 
about 30% of the number under supervision. This sug- 
gests that under a program of retaining reacting cows, in- 
fected herds are more freely reached than under a slaugh- 
ter program. 

The vaccination program also seems to be progressing 
in Illinois. During June, they tested 3,891 herds, found 
reactors in 899 herds totalling about 6% of the total 
uumber tested. Of these 374 were slaughtered, 1,807 
retained in calfhood vaccinated herds. They vaccinated 
1,422 calves during the month. 

Vermont continues to go forward with its vaccination 
program. They have now vaccinated 88,629; a high per- 
tentage of their total of 145,938 head under supervision. 
In June they vaccinated 4,298 calves: tested 1,181 herds, 
finding reactors in 153 herds including less than 5% of 
the animals tested. They retained all but one of the re- 
acting animals. 

, It is interesting to note that during June in all states 
°1,793 herds were tested, containing 417,403 head. Re- 
eetors were found in 6,197 herds. Of these 110,004 were 
slaughtered, 8,526 retained in calfhood vaccinated herds.

Slaughter is not an intelligent one during the present 
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emergency situation. The vaccination program saved 
8,526 reacting animals during June. If it is sound policy 
to retain that many, how can the slaughter of the other 
11,000 be justified? The slaughter continues in some 
states that are actively promoting calf vaccination. In 
June, Wisconsin slaughtered 1,589 cattle, retained none 
in calf vaccinated herds. Washington State, which is 
among the leaders in vaccination work, slaughtered 588 
reactors, retained only 23 during June. Pennsylvania 
slaughtered 1,640, retained none. Michigan slaughtered 
390, retained 504. 4 

The total now recorded for calves vaccinated since 
this program was officially approved January 1, 1941, 
stands at 770,877, this including the calves in the experi- 
mental herds vaccinated prior to this date. During June 
21,647 calves were vaccinated, New York, Wisconsin, 
Vermont, Washington, Illinois, Pennsylvania and Iowa 
leading in that order. 

After 10 years of the official program of Bang’s con- 
trol work, we find a great variety of rules in effect in the 
various states, and a most confusing lack of uniformity 
in the requirements governing interstate shipments. We 
recognize that the problems of the states vary, but there 
is more than a suspicion that some states shape their 
rules with an eye to protection of the home market more 
than to protection of the health of their herds. 

The Purebred Dairy Cattle Association, composed ot 
the five dairy breed associations, is taking this question 
up as a major project in an effort to secure more uniform- 
ity of Bang’s rules among the states. They are wisely

Piling Complexity Upon Complexity 

“The proposals (for amendment of the New York 
Milk Market Order) are unusually complex and diffi- 
cult to understand.’’ This quotation comes from the 
opening statement of Mr. William C. Welden, Assistant 
Chief of the Dairy and Poultry Branch, WFA, at the 
public hearing which started August 15 in New York 
City. 

Mr. Welden spent three days on the witness stand, 
patiently explaining to the dairy industry the proposed 
new amendments, and at the close there was general 
agreement that the whole matter still remained ‘‘unus- 
ually complex and difficult to understand.” Even Com- 
missioner DuMond, who will ultimately share responsi- 
bility, we understand is reserving his own judgment in 
the present instance, until the hearing is completed and 
all the testimony can be evaluated. When even the 
experts are in doubt, what can the average producer 
expect to understand about its operation? 

As the proposed basic changes in the New York order 
appear to be intended to serve as a model for other 
markets, it is widely important to have this question 
of understandability soundly determined. However bene- 
ficient and well-intentioned the order as now drawn by 
Government bureaus, it is obvious that there is no 
basis of getting a democratic determination by vote, 
unless the people to whom it is directed can understand 
it in voting upon it. This lack thus appears to be a fatal 
defect, and a compelling reason why the proposed com- 
pletely amended order, admittedly piling complexity upon 
complexity, should be withdrawn and not offered for 
producer ratification even for further piecemeal revision. 

Let us make it clear here that we are speaking only 
of the confusion arising from the proposed order, and 
not at all because we think over-all control upon a basis 
of democratic approval and acceptance is disadvantage- 
ous to producers, We are in entire sympathy with the 
objective, which as we conceive it, is to maintain milk 
production through sound procedures. The proposed 
amendment order does not qualify under that general 
specification. Any method of arriving at prices which 
is so complex that no producer can figure for himself 
even approximately what his own milk should bring 
him, or at least check the price after it has been figured 
for him, is not a good method. 

Perhaps every organization of milk producers rep- 
resented in this market would like to see some amend- 
ment made which they feel would improve the operating 
detail of the present order. Even our own organization, 
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particularly fond.

the New York Holstein-Friesian Association, which is 
particularly concerned with the welfare of dairymen 
keeping Holstein cows (which produce perhaps 70% of 
the milk marketed under this order), has suggested 
amendments that it considers sound. 

If, however, the War Food Administration had been 
desirous of continuing the old order unamended, with- 
out taking what might be construed as an arbitarary 
stand against considering any further amendments for 
the duration, its procedure in offering the proposed 
amended order as an alternative would have served as 
an effective means of accomplishing that purpose. For 
certainly the reaction of the dairy industry, so far as 
we can determine it, is to say in effect, ‘‘Leave the order 
as it is rather than impose this new thing upon us.”’ 
This would seem like a long way around to achieve a 
simple result, but, at any rate, a rather completely 
successful one. 

The need, however, for maintaining maximum pro- 
duction of milk will continue for a span of several years 
at least. The impending end of hostilities in the Euro- 
pean war fronts will increase rather than decrease our 
responsibilities. The requirement of food for sticken 
populations in liberated nations will obviously increase 
tremendously, and concentrated dairy products, on 
account of their high nutritive value and economy in 
shipping space, are No. 1 on the list. We shall also 
continue for a considerable period to have substantial 
food requirements for our own armies in Europe. It 
will not be possible to bring them home overnight. 
Best estimates are that we shall be able to return and 
demobilize around 200,000 men a month, which will 
make it a two-year job. For these reasons, we definitely 
do not share the view that the end of the war in Europe 
is going to bring an immediate surplus problem to the 
dairy industry. We will still have a job to do that will 
strain our capacities for production, and we cannot and 
must not abandon our objective of ‘maintaining produc- 
tion through sound procedures,’’ and any changes pro- 


posed should still be required to meet that test before 
adoption.

It 
is estimated that the Show and Sale 
program in 1944 will result in the 
sale and dissemination of 4,000 ani- 
mals to new owners. Breeders and 
farmers are highly enthusiastic over 
these Shows and Sales. They furnish 
a means of bringing the buyer and 
seller together. Buyers can make one 
trip to such a sale with reasonable 
assurance of finding animals to fill 
their needs. Different blood lines are 
represented. Variations in animals 
as developed by different breeders 
permit buyers to suit their individ- 
wal preferences as to quality, type, 
and condition. 


Success of the Show and Sale pro- 
stam as sponsored by the Missouri 
State Department of Agriculture has 
been due to several factors. Some 
of these are: cooperation among 
breeders in their State and National 
organizations, wide distribution of 
the shows over the State, group 
placement of animals shown, elim- 
Mation of all show classes except 
for young animals, requirement that 
all animals receiving premiums must 
sell, and liberal participation by Fu- 
ttre Farmers of America and by 4-H 
members.

Naturally, central 
locations are preferred. Hogs tend 
to stay in the better corn areas, and 
each breed of animals has areas of 
varying popularity. 


The Future Farmers of America 
and 4-H Club groups have five dis- 
trict shows each, participation in 
which is limited to their member- 
ship. Other Shows and Sales are 
open to all Missouri breeders includ- 
ing these junior groups. The Fu- 
ture Farmers of America have found 
these shows an excellent place to ex- 
hibit and sell their surplus breeding 
stock. A large number of boys share 
in the distribution of prize money. 
Over 2,600 awards will be made to 
F.F.A. members through the five 
district shows which embrace the 
entire State. The usual 4-H classifica- 


tions are followed. Classes are pro- ' 


vided for all livestock, poultry, vege- 
food preservation, and food prepara- 
tion projects. Over 1,050 awards 
will be made to 4-H Club Members. 

Consideration is given to the large 
poultry production in Missouri. Lib- 
eral premiums are provided for 
several poultry and turkey shows. 
Classes are restricted to the popular 
useful breeds. 

The State Department of Agricul- 


ture has invited or will invite each 
National Breed Association to send 
its Secretary or some other repres- 
entative to visit Missouri breeders. 
A man from the Livestock Division 
of the Department will travel with 
the National Representative. 

This is the program of livestock 
improvement being sponsored by the 
Missouri State Department of Agri- 
culture. Much has been accom- 
plished to date, but improvements in 
sales procedure are constantly being 
made and future possibilities are 
practically unlimited.

A full and complete report on the 
membership activities and financial 
condition of the association was 
made by Secretary James L. Sears of 
Onondaga County. His_ report 
showed that nearly 1800 new mem- 
bers joined the association last year, 
bringing the active membership to 
4656. The number of cows = bred 
reached the high figure of 22,376 
which is an increase of 69% over 
the number bred the previous year. 

Cost of operation was much 
higher than in previous years due to 
an increased staff and higher cost 
of feed and supplies. Nevertheless, 
the volume of business had been so 
satisfactory that the financial con- 
dition of the association is the best 
since its organization in 1940.

The death of Osborndale King 
Ormsby, announced some months ago 
by Osborndale, Derby, Conn., where 
he was bred and where he spent his 
entire life of service, removes fror 
circulation one of the well-prove: 
sires of his generation. Figures re- 
cently compiled at Osborndale show 
that his entire list of 20 AR daugh- 
ters have together made 29 records 
that average 16,642.6 Ibs. milk, 
3.9%, 648.2 lbs. fat, this at an av- 
erage age of 3 years, 3 months,,and 
including only three records made in 
mature form. The dams of these 20 
daughters have records averaging 
15,149.3 Ibs. milk, 3.68%, 557.75 
lbs. fat, at an average age of 4 yrs., 
2 mos. According to these figures, 
which are actual records rather than 
adjusted, the daughters show an av- 
erage increase over dams of 1493.3 
lbs. milk, .22%, 90.5 lbs. fat, at an 
average age of nearly one full year 
younger than their dams and further- 
more with the 29 daughters’ records 
including 20 on 3X and the balance 
on 2X, while those of the dams were 
5 on 4X and 15 on 3X. 


He is also one of the leading sires 
of high test. The figures show that 
twelve of the twenty-nine records 
were made with tests from 4 to 
4.6%, five others with 3.9%, five 
with 3.8%, four with 3.7%, two with 
3.6%, one with 3.5% and none be- 
low that figure. 

Osborndale King Ormsby was born 
at Osborndale, October 9, 1932. At 
that time his sire, Sir Bess Ormsby 
May was just beginning to be proven,

His dam, Lady 
Ormsby Fobes Educator, had just 
finished record of 1041.9 lbs. fat 
from 25,406.3 lbs. milk, 4.1%, hav- 
ing carried Osborndale King Ormsby 
during the last 119 days of this rec- 
ord. He was, accordingly destined 
for great things at Osborndale from 
the day of his birth, but in accord- 
ance with regular Osborndale policy, 
he was used sparingly until his 
worth could be established beyond 
question. For that reason, although 
approaching 12 years old at the time 
of his death, he had but the 20 test- 
ed daughters. He was in heavy serv- 
ice, however, during the final years 
of his life and still has 25 daughters 
vet to freshen with several more cows 
due by his services, so it is probable 
that before the books are closed, 
“King’”’ will have close to half a 
hundred AR daughters as all of them 
will be given every opportunity for 
development. 


Probably his most famous daugh- 
ter is Osborndale Dame Olive Orms- 
by, who has completed five records 
on 2X that range from 628 lbs. fat 
as a junior 2-yr.-old to 897 Ibs. fat as 
a mature cow. In her first five lac- 
tations, she produced over 97,000 
lbs. of 4% milk, entirely on 2X and 
is now well along on her sixth lacta- 
tion, promising to make her third 
record above 800 lbs. fat on 2X. 


His highest record daughter is Os- 
borndale Hilda Ormsby King, with 
919.2 lbs. fat from 23,425.7 Ibs. 
milk, 3.9%, on 3X. She too is on 
test again and reported as promising 
to exceed the above figures. Several 
others have records from 790 to over 
800 lbs. fat on 3X or 2X, and it is 
expected that there will be plenty 
more in these brackets beefore the 
complete story of this great sire is 
written.

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Barren Gows Wanted 


Those having barren, slow breeders or 
Bang'’s cows should write for a list of men 
who would usually pay more than beef 
prices for good cows. Any average breed- 
er can be taught how to redeem these 
cows. It only requires twenty minutes to 
make a treatment. A barren cow wceuld 
require a treatment a week for ten weeks. 
This would be too expensive to hire it 
done. It should be done by the breeder or 
herdsman who is on the farm with the 
cow. We have ten thousand students who 
are actually doing this work.

No Loss Of Time 


The student is taught how to diagnose 
pregnancy at an early date. If she is not 
with calf she is given a few treatments 
and bred so as not to lose any time in that 
herd. It is from fifteen to twenty months 
between calving dates in average herds.

Vaccinate Calves 


We teach the blood test for Bang’s 
(abortion) Agglutination as good a test 
an anybody can make, also, how to se- 
cure the blood from the vein or the ear.

1941 preceded upturns in purebred- 


dairy cattle prices by one year, in 
1933 by two years, and in 1922 by 
four years. The sharp downturn in 
1920 and the modest decline in 1938 
ech preceded a _ corrsponding 
change in purebred dairy cattle prices 
by one year, but both declined to- 
gether although not at the same rate 
in 1930. 


Prices of purebred beef cattle and 
prices of beef steers at Chicago be- 
haved quite similarly from 1923-38, 
but varied considerably prior to, dur- 
ing, and immediately following World 
War I and thus far in World War II 
(Figure 5). The divergence was es- 
pecially marked from 1916-20, and 
in 1943. Purebred beef cattle prices 
appear to be more closely tied to 
slaughter cattle prices during normal 
énd low price periods than are pure- 
bred dairy cattle prices tied to butter 
prices or to prices received by farm- 
ers for milk cows, but they are less 
closely associated during high price 
Periods. 

Purebred beef cattle prices were 
fairly closely associated with net 

Tm income (Figure 6) from 1923- 
88, although the relationship was 
Rot quite as close during part of this 
Period as that of prices of purebred 
beet cattle and of beef steers at Chi- 
on (Figure 5). But the relation- 
¥ Ps Were quite different during 

orld War I, and thus far in World 

ar II. During World War I, even 


though purebred beef cattle prices 
rose much higher than net farm in- 
come, the divergence was much less 
than between purebred beef cattle 
prices and prices of beef steers. In 
1942 and 1943, net farm income was 
much higher and prices of beef steers 
much lower than purebred beef cat- 
tle prices. 

The upturn in net farm income 
preceded the upturn in purebred beef 
cattle prices by three years in 1922, 
and by one year in 1933, while both 
moved up together in 1916 and in 
i941. The decline in net farm in- 
come in 1920 preceded the decline in 
prices of purebred beef cattle by one 
year, but in 1930 both declined to- 
gether. 


It is apparent that net farm in- 
come exerts strong pressure on pure- 
bred beef and dairy cattle prices pull- 
ing purebred cattle prices upward as 
net farm income rises, and forcing 
purebred cattle prices downward as 
net farm income declines. This sug- 
fests that buyers and sellers of pure- 
bred cattle should give close atten- 
tion to changes in the net income of 
farm operators. 





1944 PROVED SIRE LIST 

The Bureau of Dairy Industry has 
recently issued the 1944 list of sires 
proved in dairy herd improvement 
associations. It is listed as Miscellan- 
eous Publication No. 547 of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. Perhaps 
your Congressman can get a copy for 
vou. 

In leafing through the extensive 
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list of Holstein sires upon which data 
is given we are interested to note that 
the highest average is credited to 
Lakefield King Ventnor Fobes 732- 
743, proved in the herd of Jay F. 
Bowlby & Son, Ovid, Michigan. The 
average of 15 records on 14 daugh- 
ters is 601 Ibs. fat, 17,000 lbs. milk, 
3.5%. Unfortunately this bull is 
dead. He was bred by Lakefield 
Farms, Clarkston, Mich., being by a 
son of Pabst Crusader and May Wal- 
ker Fobes. His dam was a daughter of 
Count Veeman Piebe Segis 19th from 
a Dutchland bred dam. This bull 
performed the rare feat of recording 
an increase of 97 lbs. when mated to 
504 lbs. average dams. 


Highest record living bull on the 
list is Sowiscol B B Creator 724675 
with 8 pairs listed. The eight daugh- 
ters averaged 587 lbs. fat, 13,813 Ibs. 
milk, 4.2%. Another daughter, not 
paired, brought the average for nine 
up to 598 lbs. Increase on the eight 
pairs was 113 lbs. on 474-lb. dams. 


This bull was bred and proved by 
Southern Wisconsin Colony & Train- 
ing School, Union Grove, Wisconsin, 
and to the best of our knowledge is 
still owned there. . He is a son of 
Great Home Bess Burke Pride 554- 
771, whose dam was one of those 
great daughters of Sir Pietertje 
Model Dell with a 901-lb. record 
(Class A) at 4 years. The dam was 
a daughter of Pabst Creator Achilles 
with a 4-year-old A. R. record in 
class B (3X) of 819.6 lbs. fat, 4.1%.

This 
brought forth Ward’s observation 
that over a long period of years he 
tad found that animals from herds 
sith a number of infected cattle 
were pretty apt to react sooner or 
ter even though they themselves 
yassed a clean test at time of pur- 
chase. 

Upon their return the travelers 
fund A. A. Cortelyou and F. P. 
Knowles awaiting their arrival at 
the dock in New York. The cattle 
were sold in the Breeders’ Consign- 
ment Sale of June 1904. 

The best cow that they brought 
back was Pietje 22d, who became the 
corner stone of the great herd that 
vas built at Woodcrest Farm at 
Rifton, N. Y. She made a 31-lb. rec- 
ord.

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plied by a cow. What he was at- 
tempting — and did very well, I 
thought — was to tell in a few words, 
graphically and dramatically, a 
rather long and involved story. 

It is certainly difficult to breed 
intelligently toward a definite goal, 
and it is practically impossible to 
breed scientifically toward such a 
goal, without more or less accurate 
genetic information about the ani- 
mals being used. This brings us to 
the real heart of Prof. Rice’s thesis, 
the very simple fact that except in 
rare and occasional instances the 
bulls are the only members of a 
breeding herd that it is possible to 
derive extensive and approximately 
accurate genetic information from. 
And this latter is true because, ex- 
cept in rare cases, the bull is the 
only member of the breeding herd 
that lends himself well to the use of 
the progeny test to determine his 
genetic makeup. There is of course 
the further, though really incidental, 
fact that due to the much greater 
pumber of his offspring, he can have 
a much greater effect for. good or bad 
on the future of the herd. 


This is in most circles of hereticai 
doctrine I know; but even in these 
circles it is generally agreed on sober 
thought that without reference to 
the environmental conditions under 
which a heifer has been raised, with- 
cut reference to the conditions of 
feed, care and times milked. daily and 
length of time a calf was carried, the 
record she makes means little. This 
in effect admits that her record is 
not by any means necessarily an ac- 
curate expressian of her genetic 
makeup.

This is almost 
certainly more known _inheritane: 
than is carried by most cows in mos 
purebred herds that have been going 
concerns for thirty years. If anyone 
questions the efficacy of such a phil- 
csophy of breeding, let him take » 
look at Joe Steiner’s herd at Billings 
Montana. This herd has averaged 
over 530 pounds of fat a year for 
i3 years on 40 cows. No heifers are 
culled from this herd until they've 
made records.
